The results of intensive investi- 
gation, says the chairman, have pre- 
sented a picture “very different 
from that which emerges from a 
hysterical concentration on the de- 
linquent minority”. He advises 
adults to stop “expecting the worst” 
of the young.

| VIEW OF THE COMMITMENT 
of the organizers of the Bank of 
British Columbia to restrict sale of 
shares to individuals in the four 
Western provinces, it is rather 
astonishing to learn that Mr. Frank 
Trebell, the pro tem president, and 
Mr. Einar Gunderson, a director, 
have recently spent some days in 
the east in an attempt to interest 
several major corporations in invest- 
irig in the bank. 
According to The Financial Post, 
the companies approached included 
distilleries, breweries, natural re- 


. sources companies and financial 


institutions such as life insurance 
firms, which do business in Britis 
Columbia. And the approach was on 
the basis that for them to buy 
shares in the new bank would be 
“good corporate citizenship”. 

The Trebell-Gunderson sales 
pitch has undoubtedly created a 
considerable dilemma for the top 
managements of the companies 
which have been approached. From 
the point of view of maximizing 
profits for their shareholders — 
which is essentially management's 
job—an investment in the Bank of 
British Columbia is not attractive. 
Money spent to buy bank shares, 
which would not likely earn a re- 


turn for a number of years, might 


more profitably be invested in the “ 


companies’ own operations, in this 
province or elsewhere depending on 
opportunity. Normally one corpora- 
tion does not buy the shares of 
another unless there is a merger or 
a take-over possible or unless they 
are in allied fields and a mutual 
benefit can be seen in an interlock- 
ing ownership. 

But there is obviously something 
else to be gained — or lost — by a 
decision on corporate investment in 
the Bank of British Columbia. And 
particularly is this so for companies 

ich are dependent.in‘any way on 

goodwill of the government of 
this province which has put so much 

its prestige behind the bank’s 
success.

But the main concern of India— 
which unlike West Germany or Japan 
has no nuclear’ alliance for its defence — 
and of Israel, is for some guaramtee of 
security. In the case of India, it is 
largely a question of a nuclear guarantee 
against possible nuclear attack by China; 
in the case of Israel it is a question of a 
guarantee against non-nuclear as well as 
nuclear attack or the development of a 
new Middle East arms race. And what is 
true for India and Israel is equally true 
for Pakistan and Egypt. F

IMPORTED DRAGON 

Highlight was the 150-foot 
dragon, thought to be the 
largest on the continent, which 
was brought over from Van- 
couver, 

The parade only took .35 
minutes to travel the 13 
blocks but in that short space 
there was a feast of color, 
excitement and laughter for 
the estimated 15,000 people 
who lined the parade route.

Guardsmen commanded by a 
two-gun general sealed off a 105- 
square-block area on the near 
north side—the heart of the 
“inner core’’ Negro neighbor- 
hood—and patrolled the debris- 
strewn streets in jeeps. 

Mayor Henry W. Maier, in 
ordering a state of emergency,}| 
imposed the most drastic orders 
yet issued in a_ riot-torn 
northern city during this sum- 
mer of racial turmoil. 


CLOSE STORES 


Industries, businesses, post 
offices and stores were closed | 
down. The stock exchange, the 
stockyards, bus and taxi ser-| 
vices, the Chamber of Com- 
meree all were shut down. 

A reporter who flew over the 
city of almost one million 
persons said it looked like a 
ghost town. Streets were 
deserted. 


Cars were turned away, at the 
city's outskirts. Milwaukee- 
bound air and rail passengers 
were warned in advance that 
rioting had raged through the 


night, that normal activity was 
virtually at a standstill, and 
that there was no bus or taxi 
transport. from Mitchell Field 
into the city. 

Sixteen-hundred nation al) 
guardsmen moved into the city 
before dawn, At midday, Maj.- 
Gen. Ralph Olson, acting state 
adjutant-general, ordered 2,400 
more into the city to aid the 
1,990-man city police force, 
which was on around-the-clock 
duty. 

ARMORED CARS 

Olson said armored personnel 
carriers armed with 50-calibre 
machine guns were being de- 
tailed to the city. He said they 
would be more effective than 
tanks, which were used in 
bringing last week’s disastrous 
Detroit riot under control. 

Maj.-Gen. John A. Dunlap, 
commanding general of the 
Wisconsin National guard in~ 
fantry division—the famed 32nd 
“Red Arrow''—took . command 
of the riot troops. Wearing a pair 
ot .45 calibre pistols, he toured} 
the troubled zone. 


No traffic of any kind, except 
for that of police and guards- 
men, was permitted to enter the 
sealed-off area. 

Maier said he had notified the 
white house of the city’s situa- 
tion “and I will not hesitate to 
demand a call of federal treops 
if necessary.”
